every thrust, he turned hi.s famed 
eloquence to criticism of the Supreme 
Court and called for immediate ac- 
tion to end the deadlock between his 
administration and the judiciary. 


He accused the court's conservative 


wing of lotting its economic beliefs 
govern its judicial opinions and as- 


, scrted that by denying both state and 


federal governments authority to denl !

LONDON, EnR.—Just as some time ago the big question jn Britain was 


whether or not King Edward VIII would abdicate the throne, so now the 
gossips are busy with the query—is his successor, King George VI, a sick or 
a well man? 


Impetus was given to the mattery 


when recently the new King sent a 
message to Parliament, asking it to 
pass some laws regarding the succes- 
sion to the throne and also regarding 
a regency, in case the monarch died 


- President j or was incapacitated. 


Much to everybody's surprise, the 


regency law as passed, provides that, 
if the present King becomes inactive 
mentally or physically, the Regent, 
until Princess Elizabeth comes of age, 
will be hi.s brother, the Duke of Glou- 
cester. He will also be Regent if the 
present King dies and will so act until 
Princess Elizabeth is 18. 


King George Not Mentioned in Bill 
It is true the law is written in gen- 


eral terms, without mentioning the 
present monarch, his brother or his 
children, but there were some who 
took it to apply especially to the pres- 
ent case. The section which caused 
most comment read:

Obviously replying to 
frequently 


voiced criticisms of his court pro- 
posals—the dictatorship and constitu- 
tional amendment arguments—he dis- 
claimed any intention of seeking a 
third term nnd repeatedly asserted 
that the problems his administration 
would solve call for action "now." 


"In this fight, us the 'lawyers them- 


selves say, time is of the essence," he 
said. "Every delay creates risks of,in- 
tervening events which make more and 
more difficult an intelligent, speedy 
and democratic solution cf our dif- 
iculties." 
"As chief cx'xui.iye and as head of 
ic Democratic party, I am unwilling 


to take that risk-—lo the country and 
to the party—of postponing one mo- 
ment beyond absolute necessity the 
time when we can free from legal 
doubt those ixjlicies which offer a pro- 
gressive solution of our problems." 


Victory Dinners Held 


The occasion was the fourth anni- 


versary of the president's first inaug- 
uration, chosen as the celebration date 
for 
his victory of last November. 


Victory dinners were held throughout 
the country, including one group on a 
ferry-bout off Seattle. All heard the 
address by radio. 


Almost every leader in the Demo- 


cratic party in Washington was pre- 
sent—except those who were making 
speeches at similar dinners elsewhere. 
The cabinet, senators, members of the 
hou.se—including some who had no 
applause for hi.s court proposal—at- 
tended, Mrs. Roosevelt appeared brief- 
ly and then repaired to a $10 dinner 
for young Democrats at another hotel. 


Up to His Subject 


Postmaster General Farley introduc- 


ed the president while the crowd 
stood and, forgetting the dignity that 
goes with formal attire, cheered and 
npplauded. In a slow, almost conver- 
sational tone, the president began hi.s 
address. But he had .spoken only two 
.sentences when the applause cut him 
short. 


Cheers greeted hi.s assertion that he 


would make a series of speeches "if 
necessary" to 
put

^^hrough. Halfway through, he accel- 
(Rjratcd hi.s delivery and raised his voice 


to campaign pilch. 


With .staccato emphasis he swung in-

Total Tax 6% Cents 


The Associated Press dispatch appar- 


ently refers only to the 6-cent portion 
of the state gasoline tax, which ac- 
tually totals 6% cents. Six cents goes 
to the state, while the extra half-cent 
is "turned back" to the county gov- 
ernments. Effect of the Milum bill, 
apparently, would be ot reduce the to- 
tal gasoline tax from 6V4 cents at pres- 
ent to 6!4 cents.

taxes on automobiles, gasoline and 
liquor are taxes on the manufacturer 
or producer. You, as a consumer, can't 
deduct what you've paid on those. 


Whether state gasoline or sales taxes 


aiv di'iUu'tihU' depends i»n the exact 


terms of your particular state law— 
no specific rule can be given here. 


Rules, Exceptions 


In general, again, all interest you've 


paid out during the year is deducti- 
ble. That means interest paid on 
personal loan, on a mortgage on youi 
home or such a debt. 


But if you borrow a lot of mono} 


to buy tax-exempt Treasury Bonds 
then interest on such a loan wouk 
not be deductible. Unless you ustK 
the money in a similar way. interes 
on an insurance policy loan is de 
ductible. 


You can't pay interest for a friem 


on some loan of hi.s ,and then dedue 
it yourself. That's a gift. 
And o 


course while the man who pays in 
terest may deduct it. the man who re 
ceives it must list it as income, am 
that goes for your bank and saving 
deposits that, draw interest.

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New Hope Given on 


Confederate Pay 


May Mean Transfer of 


Veterans, Widows to 


Old-Age List 


LITTLE ROCK— Following reports 


of a possibility that part of the Con- 
federate pension fund available for 
pension payments would be matched 
by federal funds if veterans and wid- 
ows eligible for old age .assistance 
are transferred from the Confederate 
pension roll to the old age pension list, 
Governor Bailey said Wednesday that 
he will recommend enactment of nec- 
essary legislation to provide for such 


transfer. 
The governor was informed that 


such procedure has been adopted in 
Alabama and possibly in other states. 


He requested Miss Gussie Haynie, 


state welfare commissioner, to confer 
with members of the Confederate Pen- 
sion 
Board, 
representatives of the 


United Daughters of the Confederacy, 
Sons of Confederate Veterans and the 
state comptroller to determine if a sat- 
isfactory plan can be worked out. 


If no obstacle to such a program are 


found, a bill will be prepared im- 
mediately and the legislature will be 
requested to give it preferred consid- 
eration, it was said. 


Confederate veterans and widows of 


veterans received only two payments 
last year, ranging from $8.50 for the 
younger group of widows lo $25 for 
veterans and the older group of wid- 
ows. 


Pension payments totaled approxi- 


mately $75,000, the remaixder of the 
two-mill pension fund being required, 
to meet debt service on pension bonds 
and to maintain the Confederate Home. 


If a similar amount is available from 


the Confederate pension fund this year 
to be paid on a monthly basis, plus the 
usual state allowance to old age pen- 
sioners, with the combined allow- 
ance matched by federal funds, it may 
be possible to pay Confederate vet- 
erans $20 or more per jnoulh, state 
officials said.

Winter Attack of Whooping Cough Begins in 


Same Way as a Cold

The worst epidemics of whooping 


cough occur in winter, and it therefore 
is difficult to distinguish the early 
symptoms of the disease from those of 
the ordinary cold. 


The first stage-of whooping cough is 
a period of about 10 days in which the 
victim has an ordinary cough and typi- 
cal symptoms of a cold. After five or 
six day, however, instead of getting 
better as one usually does, this cough 
gets-worse and begins to occur in! 
spells or seizures. 


At first these are rather mild and 


there may be only, two or three of them 


< a day. Finally they get a little more 
' severe and frequently. especiaDy a 


night Then the typical "whooping1 
begins. This introduces the sei 
stage of whooping cough. 


In this stage the child will give vent 


to a series of explosive coughs, coming 
one after the other, sometimes with no 


- opportunity ot breathe between coughs. 
• The final sound is-a long "whoop," 


which represents an attempt to draw 
in a lot of air. If these coughing spells 
are severe, the child's face will become 


« deep red or purple, the veins of his face 


and .scalp will swell, and his eyes will 
fill with tears.

} material may be brought up, after

Very young children may vomit 


promptly after a spell of coughing, 
particularly if he has just eaten. These 
attacks are exhausting and may be se- 
vere enough to make the victim seem 
dizzy or confused. 


Cases vary from those that are mild, 


with a half dozen coughing spells in 
24 hours, to those that are severe, with 
20 to 50 attacks in that period. 


It is known now that the attacks of 


coughing may be aggravated by ex- 
posure to cold drafts of air. tobacco 
smoke, cold drinks, overexercise, or 
any other irritant. 


Sometimes the coughing may be so 


severe as to cause nosebleed. One of 
Jie worst features of whooping cough 
s the fact that the child is unable to 
eat. or loses his appetite, so that his 
nutrition suffers. 


The second stage of whooping cough 


finally passes, in four to six weeks, 
into the third stage in which the spells 
of coughing gradually decrease. 
In 


many cases the child will get well in 
another week, but there are instances 
in which whooping cough has lasted 
two or three months, and even longer.

From the description of these symp 


toms it should be clear to everyon 
that whooping cough is not a diseas 
to be trifled with. 


It is believed that one-half of th 


whooping cough victims under thre 
months of age die of it, and that per 
laps one-fourth of those who late 
;et the disease die when they becom 
nfected. With proper care, however 
and use of modern methods, most suci 
atalities may be avoided.

March Holds Menaces For Baby 


-The wind blows hard to herala 
March s coming. So, when taking the 
bajjy out for. his ride or giving him his 
feesh-air nap outdoors, keep his fac 
turned away from the wind. Fix his 
pram hood to protect him. Choose 
sheltered places, either to ride him or 
to park him. 
_ For a' very young baby, just getting 
insured to the-big outdoors, the moth- 
er might be wise to spread, gauze or 
cheesecloth" over the gap between 
hood and cart. It must, of course, be 
tied firmly to stay in place. 


From now until April, the wind will 


be dust-laden on dry days, and dust 
good for nobody. We are told that each 
atom of dust has a passenger in the 
form of some germ or other. Perhaps 
this is the secret of the common cold 
B,ut wind and dust are bad combina- 
tions for babies, whether we know the 
reason or not. 


Air Damper Than Usual 


At this time of year thaws also are 


about every-other-day affairs. Frost 
in the ground and what is left of the 
ice and snow melt and combine to 
dampen the air and make it seem 
chillier than it is. Which is a good 
thing, because we will bundle baby 
against cold when we may not be 
thinking about dampness. 


It is sometimes best to give these 


little people their fresh-air indoors on 
such moist days. The cart may be 
used as usual, but placed in a room 


with the vyindows raised. Baby shouk. 
have on his hood and coat and be cov- 
ered. The room heat may be reduced 
to outdoor temperature. 


Incidentally, it is "rubber" time, for 


the children who play outside or go to 
school. 


Guarding Against Quick Cooling 


They are- tired pulling on galoshes 


and, 
when sidewalks are clear and 


lawns inviting, it is natural for them 
to run outside sans caps or overshoes, 
and with coats unbuttoned. 


Until the weather is settled, this is 


exactly what they should not do. Frost 
coming out of the ground is an insid- 
ious thing. Sometimes it is not to be 
seen at all. So be firm about them 
not sitting on stone steps, or stone any- 
where. And certainly not on the 
ground, either. 


While it is best not to make much 


change in winter clothing until later, 
over-bundling on warm days and the 
resulting perspiration and cooling-off 
process is dangerous. 


It will be necessary to use all the 


'Udgment one possesses to regulate the 
ayers of wool in uneven weather. The 
child who comes in lathered from run- 
ning, and jerks off snow suit and 
iweater, then lies down to read in his 
oaked shirt, will soon be sneezing. 
He should peel gradually and change 
wet clothes to dry. A good rub-down, 
oo, won't hurt him.

He worked it out 
in a rambling, saltily humorous book 
called " Professor at Bay" (Putnam: 
S2), which contains much mature wis- 
dom.

Of late, he says, it has been woefully 
troubled by the fact that the house.'

The classroom labors under a wide- 


spread public misconception of tht 
college's real function. 
It has

trustees. It must heed its students' 
parents,

courses that will make financial suc- 
cesses out of graduate in two years' 
tune. 


Meanwhile, the campus goes its way. 


It brings in football, fraternities, so- 
cial functions, a whole host of "outside- 
activities" to distract the student's 
mind from the classroom. Often en- 
ough, it nullifies the work whcih the 
classroom is tiding to accomplish. 


But all this does not lead Professor 


Johnson to despair, for pessimism is 
not in him. He jots down his obser- 
vations on life and the world, pausing 
to write a chapter on the decline of 
swearing, putting in another on the 
virtues of whittling as a hobby, dis- 
cussing the phenomenon of the "join- 
ers, ' taking sly digs at the jargon of 
the arts aiiu sciences—and, altogether, 
writing a pleasant, civilized, and dryly 
humorous book which" is readable from 
beginning to end.

Germany instead of ancient Persia in 
mind.

Haman is described merely as "the 


enemy of the Jews." who etlls King 
Ahasuerus that "there i.s a certain 
people scattered abroad . . . and their 
laws are diverse from those of every 
people. . . . Let it be written that they 
be destroyed." 


And the king so ordered, but Mor- 


dceai finally turned the tables and in- 
stead of being exterminated the Jews 
"slew of them that hated them seventy 
nnd five thousand." 


Not only was the anti-Jewish leader 


hanged on the gallows he had built 
for the leader of the Jews; even the 
ten sons of Hainan, in confoimity with 
the special request of gentle Queen 
Esther, were also hanged. 


This story of the Jews' triumph- in 


Persia can be bought yet in any Ger- J 
man bookstore, but there are church- '' 
men who feur that the Old Testament 
may join the list of banned books.

Ford on April 3, 1882, has returned to 
the realm of the living after a hide-out 
of 51 years, and will be seen in per- 
son at the New Theater in Hope mati- 
nee and night Saturday. 


Explaining that the historical "pic- 


ture-on-the-waU" 
shooting 
was 
a 


frame-up, James say that he, his 
brother Frank and Bob Ford plotted 
to gel rid of Charles Bigclow, an out- 
law who had been committing crimes 
and leaving indications that it was the 
work of the James boys. When Ford 
shot Bigelow, Jesse immediately rush- 
ed into the room and changed guns 
and other marks of identfication with 
the slain man, and escaped into the 
hiding that was destined to outdo Rip 
Van Winkle. During his seclusion 
James earned a quiet living as a deal- 
er in cattle and race-horses, spending 
most of the time in Colorado, and 
passing under the name of "Jim Wil- 
liams." 


When he decided to return to public 


life, Jesse James obtained assurances 
in Washington that charges once in ef- 
fect against him were no longer in 
force because there were no living 
witnesses. Accompanied by a delega- 
tion of early settlers who had identi- 
fied him, James also paid a visit to the 
governor of Missouri and was told that 
when the $10,000 reward was paid to 
Bob Ford, the case was officially clos- 
ed as far as the State of Missouri was 
concerned.

I had been a member 
of the Cotton Exchange for years, but 
that business petered out as far as I 
was concerned ami I sold my sent and 
turned professional." 


Golfers Arc Better Now 


Travers hadn't played in a tourna- 


ment for 15 years—since he retired 
while still at the top of his form at 
the age of 28. Golf had taken up too 
much of his time then and interfered 
with his flourishing career in Wall 
Street. During the 15 years that fol- 
lowed he played only a* you and your 
neighbor would play—on week-ends, 
and only a round or two.

A democracy, such as we have, is 


replete with kindness and sympathy 
for women.

We 
are not asked, or permitted, to or- 
ganize for war. 


True. Spanish women have been 


bearing arms. French women fought 
on the streets of Paris during the Rev- 
olution. Their motives are easily un- 
derstandable. These women acted on 
the spur of an emotional impulse, be- 
cause of a wrong which had smolder- 
ed within them for a long time. That 
is a distinctly different procedure 
than training for active battalion ser- 
vice. Any woman will fight for Iwr 
husband or child or freedom when her 
security is attacked. It is cowardice 
not to. 


Rather than deploring that we do not 


have an equal labor program with 
men, 
as do the Russian women, we 


should rejoice that we not asked to 
play follow the masculine lender into 


the trenches. 


After nil, if the women of :i nation 


become war-minded, how can that 
universal peace, that brotherhood of 
man, that federation of the world, of 
which poets write and .stiitc-smen talk 
and ministers preach, ever find a foot- 
hold? 


It is a woman's job to work for peace
